THE RECYCLING centre at the Blacknell Lane site in 
Crewkerne will close if usage does not increase. 

After two months of the three month trial period 
the town council has reported that use of the centre 
is considerably lower than expected, so the important 
message is that residents must use it or lose it. 

If statistics show that the site is not being used to a 
similar level as previously then Somerset Waste Part¬ 
nership will no longer maintain it and it will close. 

The threat of closure to the household waste recy¬ 
cling centre in Crewkerne engaged public interest in 
a way previously unseen, including a petition con¬ 
taining almost 8,000 signatures. As a result of these 
actions Somerset Waste Partnership agreed to redes¬ 
ignate the Crewkerne site and three others as com¬ 
munity recycling centres, to reduce the opening 
hours and make a charge for use. 

It had been hoped that the charge could be re¬ 
duced if enough people used the site but it appears 
this has not been the case. Kerbside collections were 
increased to include plastic bottles and cardboard 
just as the new ruling came into place so some drop 
in use was expected but not to the current degree. 

There has also been some confusion about opening 
hours and cost. The Crewkerne recycling centre is 
open Monday 8am to 7pm, Tuesday 8am to 4pm, 
Wednesday 8am to 4pm, Thursday and Friday closed, 
Saturday 8am to 4pm and Sunday 8am to 1 pm. The 
fee is £1.20, payable on entry.

Lights off at night to save money 


SOMERSET County Council has 
been awarded £500,000 in funding 
from the South West Regional Im¬ 
provement & Efficiency Partner¬ 
ship to switch off or dim lights in 
selected locations across the 
county. Lighting will be reduced 
from midnight until 5:30am when 
there is less traffic on the roads. 
This initiative aims to reduce Som¬ 
erset's carbon footprint and save 
costs. 


Councillor David Hall, Cabinet 
Member for Strategic Planning 
and Economic Development at 
Somerset County Council said:"We 
are eager to reduce the impact 
street lighting has on the environ¬ 
ment as well bring our energy 
costs down. The project aims to 
convert approximately 20 per cent 
of our lights to part-night opera¬ 
tion, but we are being very careful 
that the lighting of areas around 


major traffic routes, key pedestrian 
crossings, road hazards, vulnerable 
people's residences, hospitals, and 
crime hot spots are not affected. 

The effects of part-night lighting 
will be monitored over two years 
at six month intervals. Full-time 
lighting may be reinstalled if police 
report an increase in crime, anti¬ 
social behaviour, or traffic acci¬ 
dents as a result of the lighting 
changes.

The afternoon became a 
giant picnic with everyone 
relaxing and enjoying the 
area, with a barbecue, 
cider and ice-cream avail¬ 
able. At one point there 
was a circle dance around 
the central cherry tree led 
by Jeroka. 

The site of approxi¬ 
mately one hectare has 
been leased by the owners, 
Wessex Water, to the 
parish council for 25 
years. It currently contains 
a sewage pumping station, 
which pumps waste water 
and surface water to the 
treatment works in South 
Petherton. It was formerly 
used as a sewage treatment 
works, but was decommis¬ 
sioned in 1986. 

The volunteers have cre¬ 
ated a woodland/shrubby 
area, orchard area, small 
wildflower meadow and 
secure seating and path¬ 
ways that will allow access 
to all members of the com¬ 
munity. Raised beds in the 
seating area were also cre¬ 
ated for use by the pre¬ 


school and school to grow 
a variety of plants, there is 
also a sensory garden and 
pond within the planning. 

Cowleaze Meadow con¬ 
tains a public right of way, 
and is bordered by a 
stream. The surrounding 
land is used for grazing 
cattle, growing arable 
crops, commercial 

fruit/vegetable production, 
housing and productive 
gardens with mature fruit 
trees. There is a colony of 
water vole in the stream, 
and badger, rabbits, deer 
and foxes have all been 
seen in the area. An otter 
has recently been observed 
in an adjacent field. 

Soil samples were taken 
and analysed to make sure 
the areas to be planted 
with edible crops were free 
from any contamination. 

Local volunteers, who 
come from all parts of the 
community, carry out the 
maintenance of the area 
now that basic infrastruc¬ 
ture has been provided by 
local contractors. They 
have cleared, planted and 
watered relentlessly 
through fair weather and 
foul to get to this stage. 

The committee said a big 
thank you to everyone in¬ 
volved in the launch event 
and Les Collett from South 
Somerset District Council, 
who was instrumental in 
helping to make the initial 
grant application. They 
said all those who helped 
to open the event and sup-

beforehand. Particular 
thanks went to Roger 
Cripps who has worked 
tirelessly behind the 
scenes. They hope every¬ 
one will all go on using the 
meadow, and enjoy it for 
years to come. It was re¬ 
marked by one member of 
the volunteer committee 
that young people from the 
village had already been 
spotted using the site and 
there had been no vandal¬ 
ism or litter left and they 
appreciated the respect.

tary and run on donations 
from the public. 

“Because we have 
‘Blood’ on the front of the 
bike, people think of us as 
the blood bikes and be¬ 
lieve we transport for the 
blood transfusion service. 

“Actually the blood we 
carry is usually blood tests 
which have to be 
processed quickly. 

“We have three bikes 
and are always raising 
funds to replace one of 
them in rotation every 
third year. 

“This was the one they 
presented to us at Din- 
nington Docks, they 
bought it outright which 
was amazing for a small 
pub, we are so grateful. It 
costs about £20,000 a year 
to run all three bikes and 
to get a new one is £7- 
9,000 so fundraising is 
vital.” 

The group, who are all 
specially trained advanced 
riders, save Yeovil Hospi¬ 
tal £5 5-£60,000 a year in 
transport costs alone and 
save vital health service 
staff time, saving the tax¬ 
payer money. 

They work out of office 
hours and at weekends, 
carrying biopsies, samples 
of blood and fluid and 
medical supplies between 
hospitals across the coun¬ 
try, liaising with other 
similar services, often 
meeting at designated 
points on a motorway. 

A major emergency in 
one area could mean extra 
instruments needed in a 
hurry, they also carry x- 
ray and scan results often 
getting them to a hospital 
while the patient is trans¬ 
ported by ambulance at a 
slower speed, giving the 
staff vital extra minutes to 
prepare. They also deliver 
to nursing homes and sur¬ 
geries. 

The group membership 
changes as different peo¬ 
ple are able to cover dif¬ 
ferent shifts, so riders are 
always welcome and do¬ 
nations essential.

After the 
fast pace of serving 300 meals at a time as part of a large team, he loves 
being able to put his own stamp on the food. 


• WHAT drew you to the Gallery 
Bistro? 

I needed a job and saw they were look¬ 
ing. As soon as I walked in the place, I 
fell in love with it, I thought it was 
quirky and everything is a little bit dif¬ 
ferent. If I could have my ideal place it 
would not be dissimilar and I said to 
Tracey I want it and she said you can't, 
it's mine. 

• HOW did you become a chef? 

When I was seven years old I won a 
competition run by the London Educa¬ 
tion Authority and cooked on TV and 
that was it really, I was hooked. Also my 
granny was a chef. A Dutch neighbour 
gave me the recipe I did, it was mashed 
potato with beetroot and onion and 
bacon lardons - pretty cool for a seven 
year old. 

I trained for two and a half years. Since 
then I have done a bit of everything, in¬ 
cluding industrial catering. 

• WHAT do you like about Chard? 

I thinks it's lovely, some people who 
have always been here might not ap¬ 
preciate that but when you have come 
from the rat race this is beautiful - so 
much more peaceful - like a village. 
When we first came down it was a case 
of Chard or Taunton and the first day I 
walked down the High Street and 
wanted to stay. You only have to go two 
miles down the road to hit all that 
lovely countryside and I like everything 
about it, I love the little gutter that the 
stream runs in through the town. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I like to paint in acrylics, just for myself 
and I play golf very badly.

• WHAT three things would you 
have to have on your island? 

Music, a bit of everything; old and new, 
rhythm and blues,heavy metal and 
classical. I'd have to have hair gel and 
my toothbrush, I'd have to have that. 

• WHAT is the most unusual thing 


you have cooked? 

I made cockle ravioli once ages ago, 
that was a labour of love. When I was a 
trainee, I made a peacock out of differ¬ 
ent meats, all shredded to look like 
feathers. The head was made out of a 
carrot and had stuffed olives for the 
eyes, that was at the Hotel Olympia and 
I won a gold medal. 

• WHAT do you like to cook and eat 
yourself? 

I love to cook fish because I failed fish 
and had to study really hard to pass, so 
know I know everything there is to 
know about it. I have fished but not in 
the sea so I am really looking forward 
to going to Lyme Regis. 

When I eat out, if I get a takeaway I like 
Chinese but at a restaurant I like Italian. 

• IS there a period of history you 
would like to go back to? 

I'd like to be in the 1970s, my taste is 
quite retro I love the clothes and all that 
really naff disco stuff like lava lamps 
and I like the 80s too, the new roman¬ 
tics and all that.

MARMITE-BANNED. 

Like me, you'd be forgiven for thinking the silly season had started a few months early. But it hasn't. Nes¬ 
tled in between the report that the ash cloud was moving towards Germany and the Obamas had dined 
with the Royal Family at the Palace was the news that the Danish Government had removed Marmite from 
the shelves of the country's stores. 

As ever, whilst driving to work, Radio 4 gave us a little more perspective than Breakfast by revealing that 
it was merely one shop in Copenhagen who had been stocking the terribly British yeast extract, but 
nonetheless the expat community were threatening civil disobedience. How ironic - the desire to save a 
very British thing by doing something very un-British. Yet I digress. 

The question is this: do the Danes have a point? Not in terms of Marmite per sae (that is a whole other 
debate), but in regard to its policy that the Government must approve every single fortified product. Yes, 
that's right, I might possibly have a little sympathy with the policy so just hang on a moment before you 
throw away all your Lego and smoke out Sandi Toksvig for a ritual stoning. 

Fortifying products is a public health policy of adding micronutrients to foods so certain minimum dietary 
requirements are met. A famous example is corn flakes, which are fortified with iron and folic acid and thus 
increasing the nutritional value of the food. There is certainly some practical and immediate sociological 
value in this policy, and I wouldn't dismiss it, but I do wonder if this is just another brick in the great wall 
of disconnection between us, our food and our health. 

Let's take folic acid as an example. Foods that are high in folate include leafy vegetables, fresh or dried 
beans, peas and lentils, egg yolks, sunflower seeds and liver. Additionally, many common fruits contain 
moderate amounts. So my question is this - although in the short term, pregnant women may get appro¬ 
priate levels of folic acid by eating fortified processed foods (like breakfast cereals, which in themselves 
are no way bad), in the long term does the policy of fortification encourage us to look at the back of 
processed food for nutritional rather than the fresh, seasonal section? 

And seasonal is important, by the way. Ever wondered why those out of season, cheap tomatoes are so 
tasteless? It's because they're bred to be picked early and ripen in the cold of transit. Pros? You can eat 
them cheap out of season. Cons? Nutritional value plummets. So not even chucking random fruit and veg 
in the trolley can be a good reason for putting the fortified items back. 

So, back to the Danes. Do they have a point? To be honest, after searching the web, I cannot make out if 
their reasoning is similar to mine, but this I would conclude. A culture of fortification does train us to look 
at tables on the back of processed food as opposed to a fresh, balanced diet of veg, pulses, meat and grains. 
We've come a long way form the news of Marmite being banned.The ban of good ol' wartime stuff (a time 
when, strangely enough, fortification would have been a very good idea!) is possibly an overreaction, but 
in the longterm, fortification is not necessarily a policy that will help lead us as a back towards an holistic, 
fresh - and genuinely healthier - national diet.

EURO NCAP (the European 
New Car Assessment Pro¬ 
gramme) has awarded the 
100% electric Nissan LEAF 
the highest five star car safety 
rating following its perform¬ 
ance in the independent or¬ 
ganisation's stringent crash 
tests. The Nissan LEAF is the 
first electric vehicle ever to 
earn this distinction. 

The reigning European and 
World Car of the Year earned 
an 89% rating for adult safety, 
an 83% rating for child pro¬ 
tection and an 84% rating for 
its on-board safety assist sys¬ 
tems, which include Elec¬ 
tronic Stability Control (ESC) 


and a speed limiter as stan¬ 
dard. The compact family 
hatchback also earned a 
higher-than-average 65% 
score for pedestrian safety, 
thanks in part to the low nose 
design and the comparative 
lackof'hard points'underthe 
bonnet. 

"The Nissan LEAF proves 
that EVs can achieve the 
same safety levels as tradi¬ 
tional cars. The standard is 
now set for the next genera¬ 
tion of such cars on the Euro¬ 
pean market,"said Euro NCAP 
Secretary General Michiel 
van Ratingen. 

Nissan LEAF'S safety assess¬ 


ment followed standard Euro 
NCAP procedure, with tests 
for frontal impact, side im¬ 
pact, side pole impact and 
whiplash. The car's 48 
lithium-ion battery modules, 
which are housed in a special 
compartment beneath the 
floor, completely withstood 
all the impacts. 

The EV's battery system 
was switched on during the 
crash simulations to test the 
in-built safety measures of 
the electrical system, which 
includes automatic cut-off 
isolation in the event of an 
accident. The car passed 
those with flying colours, too. 


"We are not surprised by 
these results,"said Jerry Hard- 
castle, Nissan's vice president 
of vehicle design & develop¬ 
ment. "Nissan LEAF has gone 
through more tests than any 
car we have ever produced. 
On top of the conventional 
offset barrier and side impact 
tests, we have tested the 
electrical system in every way 
to ensure it can never be 
overcharged and that the iso¬ 
lation programme works as 
intended in a crash." 

The Euro NCAP result 
comes less than a month 
after Nissan LEAF earned a 
Top Safety Pick rating from 
the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety (IIHS) in the 
US and is the second five-star 
rating for Nissan in Europe 
this year. In February, the 


compact crossover Nissan 
Juke also scored top marks. 

The Nissan LEAF, which 
went on sale in the UK in 
March, has a range between 
charges of up to 110 miles, 
as tested over the New Euro¬ 
pean Driving Cycle (NEDC). 

The family hatchback is 
powered by an in-house de¬ 
veloped compact electric 
motor and inverter in the 
front of the car which drives 


the front wheels. The AC 
motor develops 80 kW of 
power and 280 Nm of 
torque, enough for a maxi¬ 
mum speed of 90mph. 

Nissan LEAF comes fully 
equipped with features 
such as climate control, 
satellite navigation, rear¬ 
view parking camera, a 
quick charge socket and in¬ 
novative smart-phone con¬ 
nectivity.
